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Woburn legend holds that an ancient Native American tribe known 
as the Massachusett once lived at the base of Mt. Townada. Stretch- 
ing toward the heavens, this mountain was deemed sacred ground. 
It was believed to be the resting place of Manitou, the Great Spirit of 
the tribe. On a clear day, the summit of the mountain was reflected 
in the waters of the nearby lake in such a way that the tribe could 


gaze upon the face of their beloved spirit. To catch a glimpse of the 


warmhearted smile of Manitou in the rippling waters was considered 
the highest of fortune, and as a sign of respect and gratitude for for 
watching over their tribe, the Massachusett named the lake Innitou, 
meaning “Looking Place of the Great Spirit.” To us, Lake Innitou 
has become known as “Horn Pond” and Mt. Towanda as “Horn 
Pond Mountain.” Just as the Great Spirit was once reflected in these

Woburn may have been a city in face, but it was a

Growing 
up here, we were able to discover this through the experiences 
that tied us together as a class, and as a community.

Tradition is what this city was built on and something 


that has been preserved through our time here and beyond. 
When the term “Tanner Pride” was coined in the seventies, it 
came to embody the spirit that filled every street and back road 
here. In a broad sense, it describes feeling found in annual 
events such as the Halloween Parade, the holiday Festival on 
the Common, and the summer concert series. Every hang-out 
spot, historic building, and local custom created the strong 
community bond which provided a colorful, vibrant backdrop 
to our journey. 

But the real essence of Tanner Pride, the hub of 
Woburn’s rich feeling of tradition, was found right here at 
the high school. So many of our parents, grandparents, even 
great-grand parents walked the halls of the original building, 
creating the traditions that we then carried to the new school, 
a symbol of our desire to keep the dynamic and spirited 
past of Woburn alive in the twenty-first century and beyond. 
Sports were always the main focal point of Tanner Pride here, 
though we made them so much more than something only 
sports enthusiasts could enjoy. At any sporting event, the vibe 
between the students, faculty, parents, community members, 
and the team itself sent electric pulses through the air; the 
energy was almost uncontrollable. This connection between 
the fans and the team emphasized how strong our connections 
were and paved the way for new traditions to surface. 

Nowhere else could we have experienced these feel- 
ings of tradition, feelings which made our time together even 
more enjoyable. Perhaps our bonds would not even have been 
as strong as they were had they not had a place packed with 
such rich spirit to develop. Every road trip starts somewhere. 
The Wu was spectacularly unique from the other towns that 
surrounded it and we are proud to call this city of timeless 


character and tradition our hometown.

Woburn legend holds that an ancient Native American tribe known 
as the Massachusett once lived at the base of Mt. Townada.
